On April 7, 1970, Detroit source 1 advised that 
four busses totaling about 160 individuals departed the 
Dearborn Youth Center, Dearborn, Michigan, on April 3, 1970 
for Washington, D.C.

Source advised that the individuals who journeyed 
to Washington were not members of any specific organizations 
but represented church groups, veterans' organizations and 
Mothers' Crusade. 


Source advised that the Detroit group arrived 
in Washington and joined other Detroiters who traveled by 
private car and two chartered planes. Source advised that 
the Detroit group numbered some 200 to 300 individuals 
and that they met in the vicinity of Fourth Street to begin 
the parade to the Washington Monument where the rally was 
to be held. Source advised that group numbered 40,000 
marchers in ’Washington and the speakers were Congressman 
Mendel Rivers, Governor Lester Maddox of Georgia, and 
Congressman John Rarick of Los Angeles. 


Source advised that the march was peaceable with 
the only incident provided by a group from the American 
Nazi Party, who picketed the marchers along the parade route 
and some hippies, who heckled the speakers during the rally. 

Source advised that the Detroit contingent departed 
Washington early as the weather was unfavorable and that the 
busses arrived back in Dearborn about 5:00 a.m., Sunday 
morning, April 5, 1970.

On May 26, 1969, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (ANP-WUFENS) was organized by George Lincoln 
Rockwell at Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. 

It was based upon the concept of an international "National 
Socialist" movement, as espoused by the German Nazi Party, 
which was headed by Adolf Hitler. The ANP-WUFENS supports 
and follows the line of hatred against Negroes, Jews and 
communists, through speeches, published literature, demonstrations 
and publicity-seeking devices for the purpose of seeking a 
legitimate dominant political party within the United States 
and in foreign countries. 

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 

1963, published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that 
this organization is chartered in the State of Virginia as 
"The George Lincoln Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia 
Assembly prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" 
in a Virginia-chartered organization. As of January 1, 1967, 
the official name of this organization was changed to 
"National Socialist White People's Party," according to 
Commander Rockwell, 

On August 25, 1967, George Lincoln Rockwell was 
assassinated in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters 
Building. The August 28, 1967, issue of the "Northern 
Virginia Sun," a daily newspaper published at Arlington, 

Virginia, stated that Matthias Koehl, Jr., took command 
of the Party after Rockwell's assassination.

Dear STATECRAFT Reader,

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It is my duty to inform you of the resignation of our publisher, 
Daniel Paulson. Two years of working without pay and living-in im-_ 
poverishment has broken Paulson's health. 


It was impossible to work at an outside job and maintain the 
activities of STATECRAFT at the same time. Paulson and I frequently 
worked seven days a week hand-rolling papers to send out to rented 
mailing lists. This tactic allowed us to get enough new subscriptions 
to publish the next paper. Unlike many rightist groups with large 
backing from "fat cats", STATECRAFT had to survive by its own sweat 
and physical labor. 


As most of you know, we have spent the last six months dis¬ 
tributing our paper to high school and college youths. We lost a 

f reat deal of money on this project because our fund appeals didn't 
egin to cover our costs. Money or no money, it was and is VITAL to 
counteract the Marxist "underground" press which is poisoning the mind 
and destroying the morals of our youth. 

When Paulson resigned, he suggested that we cease operations 
altogether -- he wanted to shut down. My close friend, Patrick Tifer, 
convinced me to fight on and not give up the ship. Tifer has had a 
great deal of political experience for a 23 year old college 
graduate.

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In the July - August 1969, issue of "Statecraft" 
an article entitled, "Statecraft Wrecks S.D.S.--Black Panther 
Rally," by JULES MACCABEE related that '"Statecraft 1 agitators 
disrupted a rally at Maryland .University sponsored by the 
Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) in which several Black 
Panthers from Baltimore were guests of honor. 

As one of the Black Panther's was speaking, "One 
of our courageous agitators grabbed the microphone from the 
Panther and pushed him out of the way. A hushed silence 
fell over the assembled people as our agitator launched 
into a vicious tirade, stating, 'The Black Panthers are a 
bunch of sub-human animals.' 

"Numerous newspaper reporters .... interviewed us 
and took photographs. They seemed quite shocked when we 
bragged that most of our people, are 'outside agitators,' who 
represent a progressive right-wing revolutionary cadre, 
dedicated to the eradication of white trash anarchists--SDS-- 
Black Power savages, and'the liberal establishment." 

It should be noted that in an article entitled, 

'" Statecraft' 'Owned by Jew, ,; appearing in the December 1969, 
issue of "The Thunderbolt," official publication of the 
National States Rights Party, that the following appeared: 

"Through investigation we discovered that the owner

According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (3PP) was started during December, 1966 , in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. 

'It v/as organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman, and 
Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense, Newton is presently 
serving a sentence of 2 to 19 years on a conviction of man¬ 
slaughter in connection with the ..killing of an Oakland police 
officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Blade Panther", which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the blade community are urged to 
"arm themselves against the police who are consistently re¬ 
ferred to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7 > 1963, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George 
Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America , revolt everywhere] Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere, itynamite.' Black.Power. Use the gun. Kill the 
pigs everywhere." 


Included in the introduction to an article appear¬ 
ing in the October-5, 1968 , edition of "The Black Panther" 
is the statement, "... we will not dissent from American 
Government. \Je will overthrow it." .

offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana.

vhich currently calls for the building of a revolutionary youth 
movement. Concurrently, the program of SDS has evolved from civil 
rights struggles to an anti-Vietnam war stance to an advocacy of 
a militant anti-imperialist position. China, Vietnam,, and Cuba 
are regarded as the leaders of worldwide struggles against United 
States imperialism whereas the Soviet Union is held to be revision! 
and also imperi a 1ist. 

At the June, 1S69, SDS National Convention, Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP) forces in the organization wer'e expelled. As a 
result, the.National Office (MO) group maintained' its National- 
Headquarters at 1608 Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois, and the. 

PLP faction set up headquarters in Cambridge, Massachusetts. This 
headquarters subsequently moved to Boston. Each group elected 
its own national officers, which include three national secretaries 
and a National Interim Committee of. eight. Both the NO forces' 
and the PLP forces claim to be the true SDS. Both groups also . • . 
print their versions of "New Left Notes" which sets forth the line 
and the program of the particular faction. The NO version of 
"New Left Notes" was recently printed under the title "The Fire 
Next Time" to*achieve a broader mass appeal. 

Two major factions have developed internally within the 
NO group, namely, the Weatherman or Revolutionary Youth Movement. 
(RYM) I faction, and the RYM II faction. Weatherman is action- 
oriented upholding Castro's position that the duty of reyoluti'onar: 
is to make revolution. Weatherman is regarded by RYM II as an 
adventuristic,' elitist faction which denies the historical role of 
the working class as the base for revolution. RYM II maintains.. . 
that revolution, although desired, is not possible under present, 
conditions, hence emphasizes organizing and i~ais:tng the political 
consciousness of the working class upon whom they feel successful 
revolution depends. Although disclaiming control and domination 
by the Communist Party, USA, leaders in these two factions have 
in the past pi'oclnirned themselves to be communists and to follow

the precepts of a Marxist-Leninist-philosophy, along pro-Chinese 


communist line 


A second source has advised that the PL? faction which 
is more commonly known as the Worker .Student Alliance is dominated 
and controlled by members of. the PLP, who are required to identify 
themselves with the pro-Chinese Marxist-Leninist philosophy of 
the PLP. They advocate that an alliance between workers and student i 
is vital to the bringing about of a revolution in the United 
States. 


SDS regions and university and college chapters, 
although operating under the outlines of the SDS National 
Constitution, are autonomous in nature and free to carry out 
independent.policy reflective of local conditions. Because of 
this autonomy internal struggles reflecting the major factional 
interests of SDS have occurred at the chapter level since the 
beginning of the 1969-70 school year.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on July 14, that the May - 
June, 1970 issue, Volume 3, Number 2, of Statecraft, a 
Journal of Political Education, contained information relating 
to the following matters. 

Statecraft has been described by its pub¬ 
lications as an affiliation of American 
Patriotic Action Groups and that it is 
a journal of political education serving 
the voice of "patriotic volunteers". These 
publications carry the following addresses: 

P. 0. Box 312, Alexandria, Virginia 22313; 

P. O. Box 202, Center Line, Michigan 48015 

This publication contained an article entitled 
"Statecraft Staff Changes" which noted that Daniel' Paulson 
former Statecraft Publisher had resigned due to ill health 
and that C, B. Baker, Statecraft Editor, will assume the 
duties of publisher. This article noted that the paper 
would continue to be published in Alexandria, Virginia. 

Patrick Tifer, Center Line, Michigan, had been appointed 
by Baker as Statecraft Action Leader to increase effectiveness 
and coordination of the various Statecraft action affiliates 
in the United States.

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This article noted that Tlfer graduated from Wayne 
State University and that he had founded an organization there 
called Counterthrust in 1967 and in 1968 had founded the 
"New Right" magazine, and that he had served for a brief 
period as the "only elected chairman of the National Youth 
Alliance. This article noted that Tifer is a teacher in 
the State of Michigan, and that he had taught in Detroit ^ 
and in the St. Claire Public Schools. He also was described 
as an active member of the Patriotic Party. According to 
the article, Tifer expected to be a candidate for local 
office on the American Independent Party ticket which 
was described as having similar aims and goals as the 
Patriotic Party.

This publication also contained an article entitled 
"Frame Up of Robert De Pugh" by James Freed, National 
Secretary of the Patriotic Party, as assisted by George 
Kindred and Patrick Tifer. This article reviewed Robert 
De Pugh's Mlnutemen organization and its conflict with 
Federal authorities. The article charged that De Pugh and 
the Mlnuitemen had been framed and that they were not^ according 
to the article, subversives. Within the article was an 
article alleged to have been written by De Pugh, entitled "Three 
Days in Jail,?' which proported to be an account of De Pugh's

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activities following his recent arrest. This article was 
concluded by an appeal for funds to be sent to "Defense 
Fund, P. 0. Box 57, Independence, Missouri, 64051," which 
was described as an effort to raise funds for legal fees 
and bond money with which the De Pugh family can continue 
his defense. 

The Minutemen organization is described 
in the appendix characterization. 

The National Youth Alliance has been described 
in its publications as an organization to 
counter campus student radicalism, located 
at 813 Dupont Circle Building, Washington, 

D.C. 20036. 

This Statecraft publication also contained an 
article entitled "American Lobby Fraud" by C. B. Baker, 
Publisher and Editor of Statecraft. According to this 
article the American Lobby at 20 "E" Street, N.W., 

Washington, D. C. is an organization devoted to raising 
t~unds from the Ama: lean public for purposes of profit 
while indicating these funds are being raised for dissemina¬ 
tion of conservative political views. The article Indicated 
that American Lobby was controlled by Leo Donald Phillips and 
that Harold Shlfflet was director and Mike Jaffe was an 
attorney for American Lobby. Affiliated with American 
Lobby was a sub-organization entitled American Education Lobby 
headed by Lee Dobson. Also affiliated with American Lobby 
was Lake Erie High who was listed as director of the 
American South Africa council. This article claimed that 
all of the above individuals with the exception of High 
had at one time been employed by Liberty Lobby of Washington, 
D.C., a publicly recognized conservative opinion information 
agency and had subsequently been discharged with prejudice 
for various reasons ranging from incompetence to fraud. 

This article further noted that Baker on March 1, 
1970, had been in contact with John Acord, formerly associated 
with the National Youth Alliance, Liberty Lobby and the 
American South African council and that it appeared to Baker 
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that Acord was also associated with the American Lobby. 
Baker charged Acord that Lake Erie High had furnished 
information to the B'nai B'rith Anti-defamation League. 
Acord stated, according to Baker, “the only people around 
there who ever had anything to do with the Anti-defamation 
organization were Dennis C, Me Mahon and me." Baker 
noted that McMahon was an associate of Acord during the 
time that they were affiliated with the National Youth 
Alliance.

MINUTEMEN 

The Minutemen, whose headquarters are in Norborne, 
Missouri, was organized in June, 1960, by Robert Boliver De Pugh, 
who has been publicly identified as the National Coordinator of 
the organization since its inception. On September 8, 1969, he 
announced the appointment of his 23-year-old son, Ralph C. De 
Pugh, to serve in this position while he completes a one year 
sentence in the U. S. Penitentiary for violation of the Federal 
Firearms Act. 

Past statements by Robert De Pugh and literature 
distributed by the organization indicate the purpose of the 
Minutemen to be the resistance to and exposure of, the spread 
of Communist influence within the United States; for the forma¬ 
tion of a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the 
troops of any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this 
country; and resist passage of laws which would regulate private 
ownership of firearms. 

; A source, who in July, 1969, had access to some 
Minutemen records, estimated that approximately 2500 individuals 
have in the past expressed an Interest in the Minutemen and have 
been considered as members by De Pugh; however, source believes 
there are probably no more than 300 actual active members of the 
organization. A second source in October, 1969, advised that 
the Minutemen tend to grossly exaggerate the number of their 
members. The source estimated the actual membership to be no 
more than possibly 350 members. 

In April, 1966, De Pugh, in his book, "Blueprint For 
Victory", wrote the Minutemen organization was then dividing 
into two bodies; the Minutemen and the Patriotic Party. One 
group, the Minutemen, would be the resistance movement and the 
other, the Patriotic Party, whose proper function would be to 
serve as the political arm of a complete patriotic resistance 
movement. 


Members of the Minutemen organization, including Robert 
De Pugh and his chief assistant, Walter P. Peyson, have been ar- 
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rested in the past on charges of violations of the Federal 
Firearms Act, Bank Robbery-Conspiracy, Illegal Possession of 
Firearms and Conspiracy to Commit Arson. They have also en¬ 
gaged in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics, wherein machine 
guns, mortars, grenades, and other firearms were employed.

We have spent the last few months organizing young people around the 
country. Our time and money went into effective ACTION rather than pub¬ 
lishing. • ’ . 


Our youth action program has been amazingly effective. At North 
Carolina State University, fifty Statecraft-led students prevented a pro- 
Communist rally. Yippie leader, Abbie Hoffman, was scheduled to speak 
there on January 11th. 

Hoffman took one look at his audience and discovered our fifty young 
patriots ready to SMASH any Red-led anarchy. The cowardly Hoffman re¬ 
fused to appear and left the university. 

In Michigan, young teen-age Statecrafters led a walk-out of hundreds 
of White students in a protest against the wave of Black TERROR in their 
school. Even the usual lying liberal press admitted that over two hundred 
White kids marched out of Detroit's Ferndale High School. 

The February 23 issue of the DETROIT NEWS (largest paper in Michigan) 
admitted that Statecraft caused the student walk-out. Finally school 
administrators began to sit up and take notice of the physical dangers faced 
by White children at an integrated school. 

New Statecraft units have also opened up in Ohio and New Jersey. One 
of our fifteen year old members has established his own anti-drug program. 

He travels from high school to high school lecturing on the dangers of 
narcotics, 

I stated in our last issue of STATECRAFT that I was resigning as 
Publisher in order to turn over control of the paper to more youthful mem¬ 
bers. Patrick Tifer, our Youth Action Leader, has requested that I publish 
and edit one more paper to allow him and the kids to have more time to work 
on organization and action. 

The exposes in the last issue of STATECRAFT proved to be very effec¬ 
tive. One of the profiteers whom we exposed reacted to the truth with 
VIOLENCE. 

On January 17th the front door to my apartment was smashed in by 
force. Later I received several threatening phone calls trying to pre¬ 
vent the publication of a new issue of STATECRAFT. In addition, several 
members of the STATECRAFT staff were threatened with death.

nam war crimes trial and In¬ 
dict 12 prominent political fig¬ 
ures for conspiring with Inter¬ 
national bankers to begin the 
war.

Patrick Tifer of Warren, na¬ 
tional chairman of NYA, said 
those to be indicted would in¬ 
clude Walt Rostow, Robert S.

Tifer, 24, said that NYA 
would ask the death penalty. . 

“The war was started on be- 
■ half of the International bank¬ 
ers to destroy American youth 
and amass vast war profits,” 
Tifer said at the NYA's na¬ 
tional meeting a t Eastland 
Center. “We intend to bring 
the real war criminals home.” 

He did not say when or 
where the trial would be held; 

The NYA, whose goal is to 
"organize youth around white 
life,” also said it would lile a 
damage suit against the Con¬ 
gress Inn in Dearborn for not 
permitting their meeting to be 
held there. The lnft canceled 
NYA reservations there last 
week after allegedly receiving 
bomb threats. 

A counter-demonstration by _ 
the Detroit Youth Against War 
and Fascism, to protest the 
NYA meeting, apparently was 
called off. 

TJFER SAID the war crimes 
indictment would be read on 
the steps of the Congress Inn 
at 3 p.m. Sunday. 

He also said the group would 
participate Ih a Ku K 1 u x 
Klati-sponsored cross-burning 
: near Vassor Saturday. 

“We are not affiliated with 
the Klan,” he said. "But we j 
want to demonstrate a spirit j 
of co-operation between white
